Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Claims 1-45 in the response filed 
April 25, 2006 is acknowledged. Claims 46-65 have been withdrawn from further 
consideration. 

Subsequent to the election, it has been determined that this application contains 
claims 1-45 directed to the following patentably distinct species of the elected invention: 
Subgroup I, Figures 3a-3c; Subgroup II, Figures 3d-3e; and Subgroup III, Figures 3f-3g. 
The species are independent or distinct because each provides at least one distinct 
feature, as follows: Subgroup I provides a track with a pivot cam.
